Amended claims 1-25, 45-50, 66, 67, 87-90, and newly submitted claims 95-127 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The originally elected invention was drawn to 
a method that required ab initio determination of a three dimensional protein structure from a polypeptide sequence, and the 
amendment filed 03 June 2003 deletes this limitation. The applicants have stated that the originally elected invention did not require 
ab initio structure determination because the specification discussed other methods of structure determination. However the 
specification cannot be read into the claims and the originally elected invention was examined with the ab initio limitation. 
The applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally elected invention. Accordingly, the amendment filed 03 June 
2003 to the claims is non-responsive as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

The amendment to the specification filed 03 June 2003 has been entered to the specification and should not be duplicated by the 
applicants in response to this notice.
